GOVERNMENT PAPER CONTRACTS 


THE United States Government is 
gradually awakening from a life- 
long apathy as regards the annual 
specifications for the paper con- 
tracts, and eventually we may see 
it following the lead of Germany, 
England was aroused in 1898 when 
a * Committee on the Deterioration of Paper” made a 
very interesting report on the pioneer work of Ger- 
many. So far as we know, however, this report has 
not been acted upon by the officials. Among the 
most interesting findings are the following : ‘ Through 
the Imperial ‘Testing Institution of Berlin a scheme 
of testing papers has been formulated and _ officially 
adopted, by which the chemical and physical proper- 
ties of papers are brought to a numerical expression. 
A more obviously important result is that standards 
of composition have been promulgated by the Institu- 
tion, and being officially adopted by the Government 
have exercised an important influence upon the paper 
trade of Germany.” 

The classification referred to, and to which all paper 
furnished on government contracts must conform, is 


as follows : 

Class I. Papers made from rags only, containing not 
more than three per cent ash. 

Class II. Papers made from rag with additions of 
cellulose or esparto up to twenty-five per cent, but free 
from mechanical wood pulp and with a maximum per- 
centage of five per cent ash, 


Class III. Papers of any components, excepting 
mechanical wood pulp, and with a maximum percent- 
age of fifteen per cent ash. 

Class IV. Papers made from any materials and 
having any percentage of ash. 

Further than this, a fixed standard of strength, 
elasticity, and resistance to crumpling is required of 
each class. 

Lastly, there is a classification according to use. 

Papers of Class I are required for briefs and docu- 
ments concerning most important matters, and for the 
more important classes of printing. Papers of Class 
II are required for briefs and documents for filing, 
first quality envelopes and wrappers. Class III for 
documents and letters not intended for a long-con- 
tinued life, and for less important classes of printing. 
Class IV for purposes demanding neither strength nor 
durability and for printed matter of only current 
importance, 

Contrast with this careful system the only important 
ruling to be found in the United States Government 
proposals for 1907. ‘No writing ledger, bond, or 
book paper containing mechanically ground wood pulp, 
unbleached sulphite pulp, unbleached soda pulp, or 
old papers that have been used will be received in 
any instance.” ‘This is good so far as it goes, but it 
does not go far enough. Under this ruling papers 
that would be in Class III of the German schedule 
may be used on documents and other matter of sufti- 
cient importance to deserve a first-class paper,

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‘There is hope, however, that there will be a reform 
in this matter, as a testing department is now in 
thorough operation, and work is being strictly carried 
on under the direction of Mr. F. P. Veitch in the 
laboratory of the Agricultural Department. 

Samples from every shipment are sent over from the 
Public Printer to undergo a thorough analysis to 
determine the compositions, weight, thickness, and 
strength. If the papers are below the standard set 
by samples which are sent out with the proposals, the 
While it seems that the 


inferior lots are rejected. 


proposals in some regards set too low a standard, it is 
a step in advance that each lot is so carefully ex- 
amined and that the contracting mills are held strictly 
to the existing standards. 

It is also possible that this young department may 
have some influence in the question of conservation of 
natural resources by exploiting some fiber as a substitute 
for wood. But it must be remembered in this connec- 
tion that it is possible to produce paper on a labora- 
tory scale from almost any fibrous substance, but that 
the same experiments might fail on a commercial basis. 


PAPER FROM 


Ee TOS AO announcement that the 
chemists of the Department of Agri- 
culture believe they have solved the 
problem of cheaper paper by the 
utilization of cornstalks does not 
come as a novel proposition to those 

PT sSwho are familiar with the innumer- 
able attempts of a similar nature in the past. The 
long list of failures to produce on a commercial basis 
paper from substances other than those now in use is 
enough to make one skeptical of the latest announce- 
ment, and it is perhaps worth while to review the 
history of similar attempts. 

Joel Munsell, writing on this subject in 1864, said: 
* An account of the modes that have been pursued by 
the experimenters who have so long and arduously 
sought after a substitute for rags in the manufacture 
of paper would of itself form an instructive volume.” 

As early as 1772 a book was published by a German, 
Jacob Christian Schaffers, containing upwards of sixty 
specimens of paper made of different materials. <A 
copy is supposed to be in the Smithsonian Institution, 
but on a recent visit to Washington the writer was 
informed that it has been mislaid. 

Munsell himself enumerated a list of over one hun- 
dred substances which have undergone a test, among 
which might be mentioned Brazilian grass, corn husks, 
cotton stalks, poplar, Turkish cornstalks, wheat straw, 
southern cane, as being the most likely — but to illus- 
trate to what ridiculous extremes experiments have 


recent

gone the following are mentioned : banana leaves, frog 
spittle, hornets’ nests, lily of the valley, manures, 
nettles. ‘*In short, almost everything,” says Munsell, 
“has undergone a test. Not only have numerous 
patents been procured for useless modes of producing 
paper from many of the above articles, but costly 
machinery has in some cases been erected to assist in 
bringing them into use, after they had been experi- 
mented upon repeatedly and condemned.” 

Since this was written great strides have, of course, 
been made in the chemistry of papermaking, and 
materials that have been formerly abandoned as use- 
less may be regarded again with new interest. 

It is perfectly possible, we grant, to make a good- 
looking paper from cornstalks, for example, and the 
raw material is both cheap and abundant. ‘The same 
is true of a number of other materials, but it remains 
to prove them practical upon a true commercial scale. 

Only the other day a prospectus of the “Agricultural 
Products Pulp and Paper Company” came to our 
notice. It was printed upon good-looking papers 
made both from cornstalks and sugar cane. The ex- 
periments, upon which the hopes of the proposed com- 
pany are based, were performed at the mills of 8. D. 
Warren & Co. ‘The paper was run on a 24-inch 
Fourdrinier machine and appears to be a_ perfectly 
salable product. If the estimates of the promoters 
are correct there is little doubt but that cornstalks 
and sugar cane will sooner or later be used on a large 
scale,

The advantages 
from the use of this paper should make an especially strong 
appeal to mail order houses, as the paper is unusually opaque for 
so light a sheet, and it bulks ten per cent better than super- 
calendered and twenty per cent better than coated papers. In 
comparison with these papers it is correspondingly lighter for 
bulk, enabling one to send a larger catalogue for the same postage, 
or a catalogue of equal number of pages for less postage, besides 
affecting a considerable saving on ream weight. The Wheelwright 
mills were the pioneers in manufacture of this kind of paper in 
the United States, and have won a fine reputation for high quality 
and uniformity.

OLD-FASHIONED HARDY GARDEN FLOWERS.
